temperature. 
From the springs one and two comes 
water that is .as pure as crystal, from 
spring number s three comes water 
that in 'analysis* v'sli"6ws 
a 
high 
quantity of sulphates and magnesia, 
the fourth spring^bhtains a mineral, 
mostly magnesia/and some iron; the 
fifth spring, is 
excessive 
in 
its 
quantity of iron,; while the sixth 
spring 
contains vast 
amounts of 
iron. 
The 
Aurelian 
Spring is a 
larger spring that pours forth ten 
millions of barrels of water every 
twenty four hours. This is fed by a 
number of springs -at the bottom, 
thirty five feet below the surface. 
The water is so clear that it was 
possible to take ''a picture of the 
bubbling 
springs 
through 
the 
great depth. This water is marketed 
and used in vast quantities.

was taken on the exact spot where 
the tragedy occurred so many years 
ago.

OUR SATURDAY NIGHT. 


The city of Jacksonville, Florida, is 


as much the gateway to the state, as 
is New York harbor the gateway to 
the nation, for all railroads from the 
north, east and west, use this south- 
ern, city at the extreme northeast cor- 
ner of the state, as a terminal. 


.A gentleman and his wife 
from 


Tampa were visiting in New 'Orleans, 
not long ago. They were only three 
hundred miles from home, down the 
coast, but with no means of water 
transportation, were obliged to go by 
rail, by Way of Jacksonville, a dis- 
tance of nearly one thousand miles. 


One of the Jacksonville dailies com- 


plained the other day, about the lack 
of patronage on the part of tourists, 
and said that while thousands passed 
through the city every day of the .win- 
ter season, that but few of them 
stopped even long enough to see the 
town. 


;The writer claimed that two classes 


of tourists visited the state, one hav- 
ing more.mone,y. than ,tliey Knew^wha 
tckdo.with. These usually went down 
the east coast where they could show 
their wardrobes to best advantage, at 
the-.big hotels. 
The fact that onlj 


forty per cent of the usual number 
l:ave visited the state this winter, in- 
dicates that democratic hard times 
have reduced incomes. 


The other class is represented 1>> 


well-to-do people who scatter over the 
state, many of them buying modesi 
winter,- homes. 
The 
Jacksonville 
writer said that his city should pa\ 
more attention .to this class by pro- 
viding hotels 
and accommodations 


such" as they demanded. He realized 
that the gateway city had long' been 


.ed for hotel robbery, and .was 


avoided by many tourists on that ac 
count. 


There is still some public land sub- 


jp<-t to entry in the state of Florida 
and.the chance of getting something 
for nothing continues to attract the 
homesteader, but he soon discovers 
that there's nothing in it but disap- 
pointment. 


One of these belated pioneers came 


into the little hotel at Cleveland, the 
other day, and offered his relinqtiish- 
ment-jights for fifteen dollars, after 
building a shack to live in, and at- 
tempting, to. raise a.garden. Another 
gave up his claim, drove in his ox 
team and wagon, and sold out for sixty 
dollars, jwhi'ch he invested, in r.ailroad 
tickets,'.and started for God's country 


The one thing that always fills the 


bill in Florida, is the climate, and with 
summer -weather in mid-winter, and al 
kinds of tropical fruit in abundance 
the small investor pockets his loss 
good naturedly. and tells you ho 
much his health has improved. 


The people of the state are optimistic 
find loval. The Southerner never mi- 
grates.- He contributes nothing to the 
population of the north and west, bui 
is content to stay by the old planta 
tion. 


The press oPFlorida is a unit in 


booming the state, and failures are 
never recorded..'•;The big drainage 
ditch, -which has been advertised so 
extensively, is still an unsolved prob- 
lem, and as the state is unable to 
raise any more money to invest in the 
rat hole, an effort is now being made 
to induce the.federal government to 
take over the enterprise, and the next 
pork barrel will - doubtless contain a 
liberal.appropriation for this purpose. 


A year ago the-people in the south- 


ern part of De Soto county were clam 
oring for county division. The county 
is one of the largest in the state, with 
-what wealth it contains located in the 
northern part. The division scheme 
failed 
but the disgruntled element 


were granted a bond issue of two hun- 
dred thousand dollars for good roads 
and 
other 
improvements. 
This 


seemed all right but they soon dis- 
covered that tlie bonds could not be 
floated as the south end of the county 
wasn't worth the face value.

a, trial of ten years, and the most dis- 
mal failure, hut the business today is 
regulated ami the men engaged in it 
respect and obey the law. 
The cities of Wisconsin,- which are 


.inder commission rule, are in posi- 
tion to demand and enforce the same 
stringent legislation, and this will be 
done as soon as public sentimeirt de- 
mands it. 
The state of Wisconsin is not a com- 


fortable state for radical prohibition- 
ists because seventy per cent of its 
voting population is of foreign extrac- 
tion, but it is a mighty good state at 
that. The people are conservative and 
they believe in wholesome laws. A 
campaign for regulation is practical 
and will w-in in many cities, where 
prohibition is out of the question. 
The' south takes to prohibition like 
a duck to water, for two or three rea- 
sons. In the first place it has no 
foreign population and no old world 
customs to contend with. Then it is 
compelled to keep the colored man 
sober for self-protection, and so long 
_s every white man lias his bottle at 
home, if he wants it, and is able .to 
buy, the law does not mean much of 
a hardship. 
The next generation, both north and 


south, will be temperate In proportion 
to the temperance education which 
we furnish,-r-and not. be.causR of pro- 
hibitory laws.

An Incomplete Work. 
We have just received from 
the 
personal hand of our old friend, Gov- 
ernor James K. McCreary of Kentucky, 
by parcel post, the first biennial re- 
port of the. Kentucky game commis- 
sion. The work, which is about the 
size of an average city directory and 
lully as interesting, recommends sev- 
eral impprovements in game laws. 
We wish to thank the governor for 
his thoughtfulness, but we don't know 
just what we are going to do with the 
work. It might do to throw at the 
cats to bolster up a three-legged sofa, 
but as a game report it does not inter- 
est us. H does not deal with the only 
sort of game that we know anything 
about—draw 'poker.

There are many improvements in 
the laws of this game which might 
well be mentioned by the governor's 
commission. We would respectfully 
suggest the following: 
Any man plpaying a bob-flush pat 
shall receive ten years in the state 
penitentiary.

County Superintendent ;O. D. An- 
tisdel in a letter to the rural teachei-s 
of the county urges them to pay more 
attention to a study of community 
affairs .including geography, history 
and agriculture. He points out; that 
teachers will find the work intensely 
interesting and practical and advises 
them. to .allow pupils in the middle 
and upper forms to participate in. it 
as well as the.eighth, grade .children. 


In regard to, the:.geography work, 
Superintendent Antisdel is anxious to 
jecure an accurate map of each, school 
Jistrlct in the county. This .will, in- 
volve a close study of the maps' of

gathering of lirst hand •information 
;rom the residents of ttie various dis- 
tricts. Mr. Antisdel's- letter contains

I he point is that while the demand 


for stronger national defense has 
.stirred the whole nation, some classes

King Gustave V. 


Demands Action, 
The crisis on this point was brought 
a^°"f ?£,the kins's speech to a. throng 
ot .:!0000 peasants who gathered in 
Stockholm from all parts of the coun- 
try oa February G as a demonstra- 
tion in favor of increased armaments. 
The king told the peasants that the' 
problem of defense was one which* 
must be solved without loss of time 
;-nd on that point-he would not yield. 


The king's speech was made in the 
lace of warnings from 
the 
crown 


prince and Prince Charles, and, in- 
cieed, from a number of conservative 
and liberal party leaders. The queen 
and some of the 
king's personal 


friends, however, advised his iriajes'tv 
to make the 
speech - as 
originally 
drawn up, and their counsels pre- 
vailed. 


Ministers Resign. 
The ministers forthwith 
resigned. 
They contended that as a constitu- 
tional monarch the king should not 
make political speeches without as- 
certaining if the cabinet approved of 
them. The king replied: 
"I cannot 
agree to this; I will not deprive my- 
self of the right to speak without re- 
straint to the Swedish .people." 


Dr. Knut Hammarskjoeld was in- 
vited to form a new cabinet with him- 
self as premier-and minister of wan 
but as 
his adherents were in1 'the 
minority in the second chambti- there 
was no chance of the defense bill be- 
coming law. 


Parliament Dissolved. 
Parliament therefore was dissolved, 
and the issue placed before the peo- 
ple. 
The result is that the whole 
country is torn with the question of 
militarism and the constitutionalism. 
Thf* TMkscUig jimf; dissolved consist- 


cd of 101 liberals, 65 conservatives, 
and 64 social democrats. 
The. defense proposals upon which 
the king and his cabinet will ask the 
support of the voters are, according 
to minutes of the cabinet meeting, as 
follows: 
"For army drill there will be 2r,0 
days and three training periods each 
thirty days. . Students and 
similar 
personal are to serve a longer time; 
but not more than &00 days. 


Plans for Navy. 
"The navy is to consist of tsvo di- 
visions, each composed of four

moured ships, four divisions of de- 
stroyers, each of four ships, and two

The plan to make Panama City -anti 
Colon free ports of entry for the mer- 
chandise, of the world, is being drawn 
.up for introduction to the next gener- 
al assembly which meets in September 
arid the government anticipates 
no 
serious opposition. 
The secretary of 
foreign . affairs, 
Ernesto Le Fevre, declares that un- 
der the free port plan Panama and 
Colon would become great wholesale 
markets, and merchants, especially 
from 
Central and 
South 
America, 
would come here to do their buying 
from the: stocks and samples brought 
here by .the merchants and manufac- 
turers of the United States and Eu- 
rope. 
There now is collected by. Panama 
an import duty of 15% on all mer- 
chandise enterins the country. An an- 
nual revenue of "about $2,000,000 is 
thus derived. In-order to make up 
this deficit other sources of revenue 
Will have to-be found, and this,'tlie 
authorities declare, can be done. 
In connection with the opening Of 
the ,two ports it is planned- by the 
Panama authorities .to erect large 
warehouses at both ends of the canal 
and they already .have . entered . into 
negotiations with the Panama Rail-
